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Baldwin Attempts To Clarify 
$11 Student Activity Fee

Richard Baldwin, Broome 
Tech’s Athletic director, was 
interrogated by Student Council 
on March 26. He stated his 
objectives in appearing before 
Student Council as to clarify the 
usage of the eleven dollar 
student activity fee that all 
students pay, his position on 
campus, the rumor that his 
office refused to lend 
audio-visual equipment to the 
theater people, and to clarify the 
usage of funds allocated to him. 

Mr. Baldwin began his speech 
by crediting himself; “In the 
olden days, I initiated and 
coached most all _—_ sports 
programs,” he elaborated 
intensely. “Basketball has 
enhanced the image of everyone 
who has ever attended Broome 
Tech,” he said. Tracing the 
history of the sports. program 
Baldwin said, “In the old days 
we had to beg for funds.’”’ The 
athletic costs could not be met, 
games had to be cut, so Mr. 
Baldwin asked for a set athletic 
fee and a take of the games. “I 
then asked for a budget, telling 
them give me what you can and 
Til give you that type of 
program.” Mr. Baldwin then 
said, ‘‘An eleven dollar student 


activity fee per student was 
issued by edict from Student 
Council, the president of the 
college, and the deans.” 

Questions from the people in 
attendance at the meeting 
uncovered much. Mr. Baldwin 
has at his disposal all athletic 
scholarships from private parties 
and the alumni association, 
rounding a sum of $6900. He 
sees some of the gate, who this 
year has counted 7,700 fans, a 
$5,000 contingency fund that he 
deems a “reserve fund” and 
$11,000 in a savings account and 
$2500 that was allocated in the 
budget for purchase of A.V. 
equipment, has been riding for 
two years. Further questioning 
found alumni scholarships going 
to Basketball players only. Such 
scholarships are designated by 
Mr. Baldwin who dispenses them 
to an athlete according to his 
caliber of play and financial 
need. 

When Judy Gorden asked why 
other athletes in other sports 
such as wrestling, soccer, tennis, 
etc., do not receive scholarship 
monies. Mr. Baldwin gave this 
reply, ‘there is a lack of 
attendance in other sports, 
besides where is the money 
going to come from?” He then 
went on to describe the financial 


plight of the basketball player 
saying that “the maximum aid 
for the athlete which is $2600 
per year (loans and scholarships) 
is not a realistic figure;’ Much 
arguement followed at this point 
and Mr. Baldwin dismissed the 
matter saying, “the figure is 
beside the point, do you want to 
kill the basketball program?” 

He was then asked if a higher 
student activity fee was in order 
to help meet the rising athletic 
costs, his reply was, “I do not 
see a need for a larger activity 
fee, we do not squander money 
and we have lived within it for 
the last 23 years.”’ Baldwin then 
denied any past or present 
Tumors that some athletes have 
played on the team while being 
in academic trouble. “If a 
basketball player flunks out he 
has to wait a semester for 
readmittance, the same as 
anyone else.”’ He then concluded 
his appearance thanking student 
council for the opportunity to 
“clear things up.” 

It is my opinion that Mr. 
Baldwin left a lot to be desired 
in his arguments. There is no 
continuity in his reasoning. First 
he claims that $2600 is not a 
realistic amount for an athlete to 
survive on, then he says he does 
not need any additional funds, 


that he has remained with the 
same budget for the last 23 
years. Here he_ contradicts 
himself and inflation. His answer 
to the question of why is it that 
only basketball players get 
scholarships and not. the 
wrestlers, soccer players, tennis 
players, or golfers, is inadequate 
and evasive. He points out there 
is a lack of attendance at other 
events and then asks where the 
money is going to come from. If 
Mr. Baldwin has brought 
Broome Tech’s basketball to a 
semi-professional level, I would 
assume that he would be able to 
extend the same efforts to the 
other sports, after all he founded 
them all. He justifies his position 
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(of only giving monies to 
basketball players) with the 
popularity of Tech’s basketball 
program. Granted, we have a 
fine basketball program which is 


ever popular, but to deny 
scholarships to athletes in other 
sports fields at the expense of 
basketball’s popularity is bad 
sportsmanship. Explaining 
$18,500 as “reserve” accounts 
(Contingency fund, savings 
account and $2500 riding for. 
A.V. equipment) is ambiguous 
to say the very least. Mr. 
Baldwin says “We would be 
delighted to have observers at 
the Athletic Board of Control 
(A.B.C.) meetings, we have 
nothing to hide.”

In their book Famine — 1975, William and Paul 
Padduck paint the following word picture: “A 
locomotive is roaring full throttle down the track. 
Just around the bend an impenetrable mudslide 
has oozed across the track. There it lies, inert, 
static, deadly. Nothing can stop the locomotive in 
time. Collision is inevitable. Catastrophe is 
foredoomed. Miles back up the track the 
locomotive could have been warned and. stopped. 
Years ago the mud-soaked hill could have been 
shored up to forestall the landslide. Now it is too 
late. 

The locomotive roaring straight at us is the 
population explosion. The unmovable landslide 
across the tracks is the stagnant production of 
food in the undeveloped nations, the nations 
where the population increases are greatest. 

The collision is inevitable. The famines are 
inevitable.” 

The Padduck brothers predict that by 1975 the 
world will be witnessing large-scale famine in 
certain critical parts of the world. These will not 


be famines that cease with the next harvest, or at 
most last for two or three years. These famines 
will last for years, perhaps several decades. By 
1980 the Padducks predict that the famines will be 
catastrophic and revolutions and social turmoil 
and economic upheavals will sweep areas of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America. 

C. P. Snow, eminent British social and natural 
scientist, recently said, “I have to say that I have 
been nearer to despair this year, 1968, than ever in 
my life.” This statement was made after a year of 
traveling in Europe and North America where he 
“found people everywhere turning inwards, 
withdrawing into enclaves, pulling the curtains 
against the street outside, as if in a state of siege.” 


This turning inward he relates to the world-wide 
population explosion but is of the opinion that 
large scale famine won’t happen as early as 
1975-80. He does predict local famines in Latin 
America and parts of Africa during the above 
period but does foresee a major catastrophe 
happening before the end of the century. 

If Snow’s predictions are true we shall, in the 
rich countries, be surrounded by a sea of famine,

involving hundreds of millions of human beings, 
unless, as Snow says, three tremendous social tasks 
are by then in operation: 

1. A concerted effort by the rich countries to 
produce food, money and technical assistance 
for the poor countries. \ 

countries 


2. An effort by the poor 
themselves to revolutionize their food 
production. . 


3. An effort by the poor countries — with all 
the assistance that can be provided under No. 1 
— to reduce or stop their population increase; 
with a corresponding reduction in population 
increase in the rich countries also. 

At the current rate of growth, the world’s 
population will double in 35 years. Even to hold 
its own this will require the world to double its 
food production. It will require a doubling of the 
number of homes, schools, hospitals, etc., etc. Can 
you, the reader, see such a doubling of facilities 
taking place on a world-wide basis within 35 
years? The Padducks cannot and they are not in 
the least optimistic. They predict disaster, with the 
U. S. being placed in the unenviable position of 
realizing that she cannot supply all the starving 
world with food. She must, instead, decide which 
nations have a chance of surviving and help only 
those, while turning her back on some nations for 
whom there is no hope. 3 

Both Snow and the Padducks see in the 
impending famines an opportunity for the “have” 
nations (and especially for the U.S.) to shape 
history. The Padducks say that ‘The time of the 
Famines can be the American twentieth-century 
dragon to slay.” 

Snow observes: ‘One hears young people asking 
for a cause. The cause is here. It is the biggest 
single cause in history simply because history has _ 
never before presented us with such a danger . . . 
We must keep before the world its long-term fate. 
Peace. Food. No more people than the earth can 
take. That is the cause.” :

AS WE SEE IT. . . 


The proposed revision of the outdated abortion laws of New York 
state have been the center of a great emotional debate. But are the 
people deciding the fate of these laws the most qualified? Who will 
be the most affected group in society? Whose voice should be heard 
the loudest?. The voice should be that of every college and high 
school student across the state, who may find themselves in the 
center of this controversy in the next few years. 

The argument most frequently used when discussing revision of 
the Victorian abortion laws of New York State, is one of medical 
and religious ethics. Is it right to destroy human life? What human 
being should decide that life, given only by God, should be 
destroyed? But has this life process already begun? Are we really 
taking a life? Not according to Helen B. Smith of Norwich, who ina 
recent editorial to the Sun-Bulletin stated: “Many devout Catholics 
unquestionably accept the present Pope’s opinion of abortion. They 
may be unaware that one of the three greatest Catholics in history, 
Saint Thomas Aquinas, was not as adamant in his statements as say, 
Bishop Foery of the Syracuse Diocese. 

Saint Thomas was a great teacher in the Dominican order some 
700 years ago. His holiness and great learning fitted him for his 
greatest work, ‘Summa Theologica.’ In ‘Summa Contra Gentiles’ 
Saint Thomas teaches that while a life principle is present in the 
early period of pregnancy, a human soul, as understood in terms of 
theology, is NOT. The human soul, Saint Thomas instructs us, is 
infused at a later time when the fetus has developed to the point 
that it can support the activities of a human soul.” 

There are also several arguments to support the liberalization of 
the antiquated abortion laws, stemming from the general idea of a 
woman giving birth to an unwanted child. This could be the result of 
an out of wedlock pregnancy, where the mother can physically give 
birth to the child, but emotionally could not care for it. It could 
also be the result of a pregnancy from an unhappy marriage, or due 
to the financial strain that would be placed on the family with 
several other children, or the pregnancy of a woman who is not 
emotionally or psychologically fit for giving birth. 

Who, though, would be the most affected party of an unwanted 
pregnancy? Would it be the father? the mother? or the child? Social 
workers would testify that it would undoubtedly be the child, who 
would be neglected, physically and mentally tortured and will suffer 
beyond our imagination. Many of the inmates in our prisons, mental 
institutions and correctional homes are themselves the products of 
an unwanted pregnancy. 

Mrs. Constance Cook, R-Ithaca, who introduced the bill to the 
state assembly, summed it up best when she said: “I have always 
believed it is a far greater sin to bring an unwanted child into the 
world than it is to abort in the early weeks of pregnancy.”

Probation at Tech has become 
quite a serious problem to both 
students and faculty. A student 
can be placed on probation if 
the following point averages 
aren’t earned: 1.2 the first term; 
1.4 the second term; and 1.5 the 
third term and the student’s 
entire senior year. This seems 
fair for the freshman, but the 
senior is the one who has more 
trouble. If probation standards 
for the senior year were 1.4 for 
the first term, and 1.5 for the 
remaining two terms, he has a 
chance at re-establishing himself 
and settling down again. - 

According to the Student 
Handbook: “‘You are considered 
for dismissal for any one of the 


following reasons. If you: 1. 
Receive a point average of less 
than 1.0 in any term, 2. Receive 
more than one F (General 
Studies Program students, one 
F), 3. Are on probation for two 
consecutive terms, 4. Neglect 
work or financial obligations, 5. 
Cheat on exams or course work, 
6. Fail to comply with college 
tules, or 7. Are guilty of 
conduct unbecoming a student. 

Any action leading to the 
requested withdrawal of a 
student is taken up with the 
Executive Committee. A student 
may be re-admitted by favorable 
action of the committee. The 
College shall be sole judge in all 
dismissal matters.”

Biology Classes Tour 
Treatment Plant

During the first week of April, 
Broome Tech’s Biology students 
undertook a field trip (7), during 
their regular Lab schedule, to 
the Binghamton Sewage 
Treatment Plant, located on the 
old Vestal Road, behind the 
Knickerbocker Pub. Mr. Eugene 
Martiny, the head engineer of 
the plant, was kind enough to 
give all the classes a guided tour 
of the process, inside and 
outside. It consisted of seeing 
motors, pumps, a grid work, a 
maze of settling tanks, and two 
large digesters. It probably 
sounds very technical, but, the 
principle is relatively simple. All 
the water from the city, 
including the water from the 
storm drains, is diverted into the 
plant. Particles such as rags and 
wood chips are collected as the 
water passes through a grid. 
From there t he water (?) 
enters the settling tanks where it 
is slowed down to allow the 
heavy particles of the sludge to 
settle to the bottom. The surface 
water is then passed out back 
into the river after it is 
chlorinated, (if it is summer), 
while the sludge is collected. A 
substance is added to the sludge 
to thicken it, and finally passed 
into the digesters where the 
sludge and “digesting”, 
anaerobic bacteria are constantly 
mixed. One product of this 
process includes methane gas, 
which is collected by a floating 
cover that rides on top of the 
sludge. It is then re-compressed 
and used to run the motors of 
the pumps. Another product is 
sludge which, after digestion, is a 


soft, felty material found in 
chunks, somewhat like peat 
moss. 


Mr. Martiny was also kind 
enough to offer many pertinent 
facts about the plant, which 
aroused much curiosity. For 
instance, our primary plant cost 
around two million dollars to 
build. It employs seventeen 
people and costs us $278,000 a 
year to operate. Out of this time 
and effort comes its maximum 
efficiency of 30%, but with the 
high river, it averages 23%. This 
means that the water that is 
flowing out of the plant is 77% 
as polluted as when it went in. Is 
it all worth it? 

Have no fear, though, because 
the state came through with the 
proper solution, after years of 
wasting our tax money. Within 
two years, a secondary plant will 
be finished, practically next 


door to the primary. It will only 
cost us eight to ten million 
dollars, but by using high 
powered motors, air will be 
forced through the sludge and 
water to create better settling. 
The sludge product will contain 
90% of the pollution. This 
means that the Susquehanna will 
have safe, clean water, and 
become rated a class B river. (It 
is now a class C). Soon all the 
kiddies will be able to swim once 
again in the old river. 

All in all, the field trip was 
very educational. I discovered 
that the end product of the 
digesters has to be towed away 
and buried. Our plant pays a 
man who tows it, adds it to his 
top soil, and sells it as the 
highest quality soil. (What a 
set-up he’s go, huh gang!) Many 
other states, especially Michigan, 
have smartened up. They bag 
and sell the sludge as a substitute 
for peat moss. Maybe our state, 
is too scared to fight the 
fertilizer companies. Anyway, if 
anyone wants a soil additive, 
stop down to the plant and pick 
some up. It’s all free. Oh, and 
don’t forget to stop down this 
fall. Due to the fact that tomato 
seeds remain stable through this 
whole process, they develop into 
vines when the sludge is buried. 
Consequently, the plant averages 
about 60 bushels of tomatoes 
per year. They’re free too, so get 
ready to do some canning this 
year, or something! 


that the student can not come 
back to Tech if he is not 
re-admitted for the term he 
wishes. He must wait one term 


before he re-enrolls. This gives. 


the student a chance to find out 
if he really wants to be in school 
and also gives him some time to 
earn some money. 

But what happens to the 
senior who fails out the second 
to the last term? Does his mental 
atittude improve or does he 
become bitter? And what about 
the student who must work in 
order to stay in school and fails 
out? If a student wants to be in 
school so badly and can receive 
no financial help from 
scholarships, loans, or his 
parents; then he MUST work to 
stay in school financially. These 
people should be considered 
carefully before being dismissed 
from Tech. And finally, what 
about the senior who has gone 
through the General Studies 
Program, the freshman year, and 
fails out after the second term in 
the senior year and is refused 
re-admittance? The student has, 
in truth, wasted three years, but 
Tech has gained SOME of his 
money. If this student petitions 
to be re-admitted, his past 
performance should be viewed 
carefully and his attitude about 


school should. be examined. If 


he’s been there for almost three 
years he must want an education 
or he wouldn’t have come to 
Tech at all. 

Don’t close the window on 
education — take another look! 
‘ What does the faculty and 
administration feel about the 
purpose of Tech? How do they 
feel about. probation . and 
dismissal? Do they feel the rules 
concerning the above are fair 
and just to the student, faculty, 
or the school itself?

“Tt is ironic that air pollution accompanies economic progress. It 
is a ‘mix’ compounded from smoke, due to backyard burning, from 
incinerators and heating plants, automobile exhausts, municipal 
dumps and waste products, power plants and industires. And with 
the nation’s continuing industrial expansion and the increase in 
population, we may expect that there will be more dirt, more carbon 
monoxide, more bad smells and more diseases related to 
contaminated air.” 

Everyone of you have heard all about pollution and that it is 
damaging to life. You have heard the cough, sneeze, wheeze, gag, 
hack and choke from individuals who do not smoke, who do not 
work in a closed factory, and who have no reasons for such sounds 
of the norm today. Many of you have heard that pollution can cause 
emphysema and lung cancer, both of which are in higher count 
today than in any other time of our history. ; 

Let’s look at the cost of air pollution for a moment. Every man, 
woman and child ends up paying $65.00 per year because of crop 
damage, corrosion, laundry bills, wasted fuel and accidents due to 
reduced visibility. It is estimated that it costs this country $11 
billion per year. But these cold figures do not include medical bills 
brought about by our “dirty air’. Certainly we do not read air 
pollution as the cause of death on a death certificate because there is 
no substantial evidence for such a cause. 

On October 26-30, 1948, the industrial town of Donora, 
Pennsylvania was enveloped by a thick pall. Before its end, 6,000 of 
the city’s 14,000 inhabitants complained of or sought medical aid 
for one or more ills such as cough, sore throat, headache, burning 
sensation of the eyes, chest constriction, vomiting, etc. London in 
1962 had a similar occurrance, and so did New York City in 1952, 
1962, and Thanksgiving weekend in 1966. The minute particles 
resulting from a forest fire in Canada in 1968 were recorded in the 
air thousands of miles away. 

Carbon monoxide and sulfur dioxide are the two major types of 
pollutants — this you have all heard before. How many of you know 
why? 

Sulfur dioxide comes from the burning of fuels with sulfur as its 
impurity. It attacks susceptible vegitation and acts as an irritant to 
the respiratory tissues. Carbon monoxide on the other hand is a 

result of poor combustion. Gasoline burning internal combustion 
engines, which account for 90% of all carbon monoxide emissions, is 
its major cause. 

Alright, so now you ask what you can do about it. Certainly you 
need your car to get to and from places and the necessary equipment 
to end this is out of our range. I imagine you agree there is nothing 
we can do about this situation. But the air isn’t the only thing that is 
being polluted. What of the water and the land. 

Every morning you all meet at the Student Center for your daily 
cup of coffee. Why not sip from the plastic cup, its easier to throw it 
away than to walk back to the window with a glass cup. But do you 
realize that nature was not set up to break down artificial 
substances? These cups, plus the plastic silverware you eat with, will 
remain in their original form unless otherwise disposed of. Wherever 
they land they will remain. 

Wouldn’t it be something if this whole college refused to use 
artificial utensils; Wouldn’t it be something if you went out into the 
city of Binghamton and spread the word to cease the use of these 
“pollutants”? Even if you didn’t agree with me, why not do it to 
follow the crowd. Why don’t we all start our own little campaign 
against all artificial throw-aways. That wouldn’t only be our aid to 
the pollution problem, but would also be the quietest demonstration 
this country has ever had. 

Please don’t get me wrong, I’m not trying to start something. OH 
YES I AM. You as the student population of Broome Tech could 
become famous throughout the country if this thing ever got off the 
ground. Broome Tech could be a big mark on the map instead of a 
microscopic dot. Can’t you see the headlines now? 

It can’t just be one or two of us, it has to be all 2,000 of you. 
That’s a large number for something of this nature, look at those 
three zeros after the two. 

I’m sure many of you are artistic enough to make a few clever 
posters, and many of you are able to write letters to the editors.

Beer On The Campus

Student Council’s 
recommendation for beer on 
campus was approved by the 
trustees of Tech. Two of our 
most staunch supporters were 
Mr. Gitlitz and most of all Mr. 
Wales, chairman of the board. 

To regulate the usage of 
alcoholic beverages (beer), an 
alcoholic Beverage Board was set 
up as indicated by the Student 
Council recommendation. This 
board consists of the Dean of 
Students (Dean Powers), a 
member from the executive 
committee, two faculty 
members appointed by the 
Faculty Senate, two students 
appointed by the president of 
Student Council and approved 
by the Council, John Aukema 
(F) and John Allen (S), and a 
non-voting coordinator of 
student activities.

6) initiates disciplinary 
actions whenever necessary. 
In order to have alcohol on 


campus, an application form 
must be submitted to Mr. 
MacGregor (Coordinator of 


Student Activities). The clubs 
which may proceed with this 


application form are _ those 
recognized by the Student 
Council. These forms are 


available at the office of the 
Coordinator of Student 
Activities. These applications 
must be submitted within 30 
days before the event. Before 
action can be initiated, the event 
must be cleared with the social 
committee to avoid conflicts 
with scheduled events. The 
requests are then submitted to 
the Beverage Board by Mr. 
MacGregor. 

The Alcoholic Beverage Board 
is in strict control over the use 
of alcohol (beer) on campus. A 
few regulations are that the 
A.B.B. controls registered events 
on campus at which alcohol is 
served, all college property is 
under the control of the A.B.B. 


when alcohol is present, the 
alcoholic beverage shall consist 
of BEER only, the only places at 
which alcohol may be served are 
in either cafeteria or the 
gymnasium. Beer may be served 
elsewhere if approved by the 
A.B.B., the  A.B.B. shall 
represent the college in all 
matters concerning the use of 
alcohol, all other uses of alcohol 
on campus by organizations or 
individually is prohibited! 

All rules and _ regulations 
concerning alcohol at registered 
events are available at the office 
of the Coordinator of Student 
Activities in the Administration 
building. 

The recommendation sent to 
the Board of Trustees was 
constructed by the Student 
Activity Board of Control. This 
committee is chairmaned by Mr. 
Kistner, 4nd membered by Mr. 
Ferrari, Mr. Gay, Dave Cline, 
Judy Gordon, Jim Cavanaugh 
and Mr. MacGregor. 

Even though having beer on 
campus is common to many 
New York State campuses, it is a 
privilege given to us. Remember 
it can be taken away! Decent 
behavior will keep the right.

in mind that I am talking here of “‘serious’”’ pop music and am not 
attempting to’include such things as the ever-present, top forty 
“bubble-gum” music, I'll never figure out where the hell the Archies 
or Tommy Roe are at; it’s beyond my scope of imagination to fit 
them into any real musical category. Just as its structure varies, so 
do its musicians. The number of new groups is overwhelming, so 
overwhelming that older groups who begin to fade are quickly 
forgotten. Standing high above this constant stream of old and new 


on the world of rock is vast and far reaching. As musicians they are 
among the best, but it is mainly their originality and strength which 
have helped them climb the Mount Olympus of pop. 

Standing among these giants is perhaps the epitome of a rock and 
roll group: The Rolling Stones. Their music has always had that 
basic drive which so many groups can’t quite achieve, As 
personalities they have done little changing, for they were never 


quite up to compromising for the price of a few more record sales. 


Their determination and individuality have made them what they 
are. One of the main bases of their popularity is that their followers, 
the people who constitute their market and audiences, so deeply and 
strongly identify with them. 

“Let it Bleed”’ is the last album to be recorded by the Stones in 
the sixties. It is both a fitting farewell to that ten years and an 
opening to the seventies. Their opening song is quite reflective of the 
past decade in its emotion. “Gimmie Shelter” evokes in the listener 
a frightening desparation which is hard to ignore. The Stones ability 
to capture emotion on recordings is amazing; they seem to reflect 
the frustration of American youth in it’s confrontations with this 
sickening American version of reality. Listen closely to the 
screaming Mary Clayton who accompanies Mick Jagger vocally. Her 
gutty, earthy background singing almost steals the time from Jagger 
as she howls the terror which the lyrics imply. 

As “Gimmie Shelter’’ is such a fitting introductory track, “You 
Can’t Always Get What You Want” is an unbelievable closing. It’s 
obviously a song about compromises, something the Stones never 
did. Apparently the Stones have learned the solution and are 
prophetic of the Seventies: learn to take what you can get and be 
satisfied, or you'll be caught in the rat race of the decade we are 
leaving behind. Musically, the production of this track is both 
beautiful and overpowering: a slow, innocent choral introduction; Al 
Kooper’s intense french horn with Keith Richard’s accompanying 
strum; and then Jagger, nearly unaccompanied, singing he first verse 
and chorus in his own desperate and emotional style. Developing to 
a crescendo of musical and choral accompaniment, the original 
feelings of desperation and emptiness are displaced by the optimism 
which seems to pervade at the song’s end. 

The music in between these first and last tracks is hardly of any 
lesser quality; however, these two tracks seem to be of most 
significance. Their version of “Love in Vain”’ is a very moving ballad. 


The rest of the album is the Stones in their more familiar roles. As a” 


performer, Jagger is often seen as very sexual in his stage act, 
sometimes to the point of evil. He is as satanic as ever on “‘Midnight 
Rambler;” “Live With Me’ seems to be reflective of the typical 
woman of Stones’ lyrics. However; Jagger plays his swaggering stud 
image to the hilt in “Monkey Man,” as he screams in the 
background, “I’m a mother-fuckin’ monkey!” You’d better believe 
he is.
